Crops to be Light 


Coachella Valley date and cot­ 
ton growers looked optim istical­ 
ly at the results of the tropical 
rainstorm last week with clear­ 
ing weather this weekend, fol­ 
lowing the cloudburst. 
According to Maure Solt, m an ­ 
ager of the Date Advisory Board, 
the sun and clear weather have 
done much to cut down the dam ­ 
age to dates. Due to the dates 
being protected by sisal bags and 
the sun coming out to dry out 
the date bunches, Solt said, it 
appears the damage will not be 
over five per cent. 
C. J. Rice, manager of the Cali 
fornia Cotton Oil Corporation’s 
gin in Coachella said that 163 
bales of cotton had been ginned 
since last week’s rain. 
He said ranchers were able to 
begin picking the cotton as soon 
as the sun dried it up and that 
the only damage done by the 
rain was a little stain which 
might lower the grade of the 
cotton slightly.
